Claims 1-4 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Wipf 
(U.S. Patent 6,591 ,963). 

Wipf shows in Figures 1-3 a multi-level variable capacity store which includes an 
endless conveyor arranged with an H-shaped pattern wherein the capacity of the store 
can be varied by displacing a transverse portion. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. Cited are various types of variable capacity stores.
